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DETAILED ACTION 
Allowable Subject Matter 

1. Claims 1-3 allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Claim 1 now 
requires that a limiter circuit is activated only when error occurs. In contrast, Walleye et 
al. disclose a clip circuit remains activated after an error stops occurring (see Fig. 2, 
CLIP signal remains active after data BAD signal ends at time 29). Similarly, Murata et 
al. disclose clipping a signal after the error stops occurring (see Fig. 25, after the error 
detected period from time t1 to t2 ends, the clipping period occurs). Therefore, Walley 
et al. and Murata et al. do not disclose or suggest a limiter which outputs upper limit 
data or lower limit data when pulse code modulation data is above or below the upper 
limit data or lower limit data, respectively, only when error occurs.
